PREPACii, 


Tvro tlionsand one Uundred and nineiy-six people visited the M!ui^uin» pi'oceecU 
from entrance fees, etc., amounting to itlj4l!8*2, while R371 wero I'cadisecl from 
the sale of eatalogucs. The actual expenses were not so much as anticipated, 
and only amounted to H,3,337*1-10. Tlieir Imperial ITajraties the King and Queen 
visited the Exliilntion ■n-itli tlicir suite on the afternoon of the Royal Garden Party 
of December 12th, 1911, and examined the collection, being reeeivetl by Sir Louis 
Dane, the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, 

The Museum closed at the end of Mardi 1912, and, it being eonsidci'cd that 
some more permanent recoitl of the collection, many of the articles of which might 
never again be seen by the public, was necessary, this volume has consequently been 
preimred. 

A catalt^e of the Exhibition was prepared by Mr, J. P. Thompson, LC.S., who 
was placed on special d.uty in this conDCCtion by the Punjab Govcrnuient, and the 
notes accoini>anying the Plates hereafter are taken therefrom. Tlie numbers, given 
with each exhibit, are tliose of the Exhibition catalogue, a few unsold copies of 
wliicU may still be obtained from the Honorarj' Sccrctarj'. 

Especial tlmnfcs arc duo to Khan Sahadur Mir Kasir Ali Khan, and Kliwaja 
Malmiud Husain of DcHii for their assistance in cataloguing the exhibits, while 
Maulvi Shuaih of the Archaeological Department has been rcsiionsible for the tmus^ 
cription of tlicy«i'wiflH# and the inscriptions on the arms and pictures. 

The preparation and arrangement of the volimie, witlv the notes on the 
colouring of the pictures, are the work of Mr. Gordon Sanderson, the Honorary 
Secretary, assisteil by Mauli'i Zafar Hasan of the Arelimological lbf])artment.

She ancHi'eefled her brother 
Rakn-ud-d!n, She " eviueed all the qua litter of a jmst and able Boveroign/'' but the favour she 
showed an Abyssinian ^yc disgusted the nobility. A risbig ensued, and she was defeatcil near 
Kaithal. The manner of her end is un[:ertain, Imt Ibii Gatutah saj-s she lied away alone from the 
battle-field towards Delhi. She lay down to alee]! In a field, wearied with her long ride, and naa 
murdered by a mslio for the sake of her tklt dress, and buried on the sjjgt where her body was found. 
The tomb is still shown near the Turkman Gate of modem Delhi. She adopted male attire, and b 
always known by the masculine title of Sult&n. 

The iwrtrait is, of course, imaginary and esLccnted long after her time. The Queeu carries a 
white hawk on her hand. Wliile storks are depicted in the background, while in front Is a stream 
in which are Bbown birds and fish.

Son of IluinftyOn ajid Ji bily of Klmras^iiiT defiecJitj w hom Iltimiyun married shortly after hie 
explusioD by Sher Sbab Sur in 1540 A-D. Botn at Amark tit in the Sind desert in Oetober 1542^ 
After lluiniyOii^E i^toratsonj he was sent to the Bnnjab v^Itb Bainuri Khan against Sikanchur SQr^ and 
it wws while he was fbete that news wus rOeeivtNl of the death of llum&yim. He astiended the throne 
at the age of thirteen^ in 1550, with Khan as Recent. Tlie last hope of the Surs yanished 

in Xm^eiiiber of tliat year with the defeat and death of flimu at Paniiiat. Tlie Moghnls owed their 
redoration to Eaiiiiin Klian^ hut he c'ondticted hunselF with sueh hauglitinc^ and severity that in 
ladO Akliar determii^od to "drop the pllot/^ He only seventeen and a half when he took the 
government into his luiinis. The task liefore him was a heavy one. He could hardly eoqnt on the 
loyalty even of his ow n followers. The unn-JIoghul Muhammadan ehiefs thr^iughoat the eogiitry 
were agamti. him, and his title w^as not aeknow ledged except in the Bunjabj and the country' round 
Delhi and Agra. Until IhiM^ he w-ap prineiifully otfoupiwl in reducing his tiw^n ofHeers to obedienee^ 
He then tnmeil his attention to RaJjiiitana, and captured Chitor in ]5ti8. From there he ]iassed on 
to the annexation of Gujarat in 15?3, The conquest of Bengal In 1575 plunged him in dilficulties 
with the Afghans of tlmt country^ which were not settled till 1502. Kashmir snbmitted In 1687, 
Si I^d in 15S}1, and Kandahar in 1594. tli@ trwjps suffcriixl a serious ieser\'e in the campaign against 
the yusufwiTs in 1580^ when Eaja Bir Bal (we C. Plate XLYII e) was killed, and it took iiim 
thirteen years, from 15?7 to IdDC^ to enp^iress the Fanatical Roshanivus In the hillfi to the south of 
Peshawar^ but It may be said that by 1594^. vi^hidi marks the beginning oF his Deccan campaigiie, he 
liad establii^bed his jjovrer north of tlie Xiirbada, The year 1594 was made memorable by tlie 
gallant defence of Ahmadnagar by Cband Btbii who pu£c]mac>d puce by tbe cession of Benlr. The 
war broke out agaiiij and in the second siege of Ahmadnagar in 13fJ0 she murdered by her owm

In the AU-i-Mltari of Ahiil FhzI we have a faitli-^ 
ful retTord of Ins administmtiou^ cDuxt ceremonies, etc. He was a mjin of alxiunding physical 
strength and energy* and loved liunting, W itli all Lis grcatne&s, his son tells ustliat he could neither 
read nor write* 11 is teigii was almost exactly contemponmeons with that of Queen Elizabeth (1538- 
IbOS) and he was horn in the same year as ^hiry^ Queen of Scots.

Sir Thomas Roe, who visiteil bis 
toort as ambassador of James I of England, lomaineii in India for three and a half years (Ittlo—

(1506—1625).

Ifis first 
invasion took place in 1519, and in 1526 he defeated tlio Pathun Sul tin of Delhi, Ibruhim liCNli, at 
Puuipat. In 1527 he overthrew the llajiuit confederacy under liana Saiigu of Chltor at Khanus, 
near Bharatpnr. Died at .-\gca and was buried at Kabul, Mis memoirs, wlueli have been translated 
into English, are most interesting.

Li 1C57, his serious illness preiupitatcd u cotiHiet between 
his sons, which ended in the success of Auxangzeh, the removal of his brothers, and the deposition 
of Shih Jah&n, who ^tassed the remaining years of his life iu caidivlty at Agra* lie died in 1666, 
the year of the great lire of London. Tlie tnost magnifleent of all the Moghul Emperors. Builder 
of the Tftj Maliall at Agra, the present city of Delhi (called .iftcr him ShahjaliAnabad), with its fort 
and Jami* Afasjid, and the tomb of Jahangir at Lahore.

The Muhammadan pniycrs were abolished at court, and a 
new era was introilueed Abul Fazl sjjent five years in the Deccan and showed himself a 
capable soldier and administrator* He was murdered by Bir Singh Deo, chief of Orchha (see 
C. 105, Plate XLe), on his return, at the instigation of Prince Salim (Jahingir), who jastuies 
the act in hie mernoim on the ground that Ahnl Fazl was an enemy of the Prophet. The date of 
the murder was 1602. .Abul Fazl was the author of the Wanand the and 

he is regarded as the greatest Indian master of Persian prose. The picture is almost certainly not 
one of Abul Fazl. The sitting jmsture seems cojiduslve proof that the portmit is of some kte 
celebrity, while the costume Is eomiaiatively modern, perhatis dating from the early 19tb century.

Had to % for his life from 
Dellii in 1758 to escape the dutches of GhazI-nd-dTii. On the death of his father in 1T50, bo was 
recognized as successor, but did not return to bis capital fill 177L In the meaiitiine, the govern- 
aent was m tlie caiable hands of Xajib-ud-daulali, who dietl In 1770. The Emiierur vans, emrafed 
in the eastern provinces, and in lTfi5 ceded tlic Biwatisbip of Bengal, Bebar mid Orissa to the East 
India Compaiij'. For some years after that be keiit a sorry court at Allalialad, and in 1771 
returned to Delhi. He bad with him a very efficient servant in N’ajaf Khan {see C. 27+, Plate 
LXXloJ, who conducted bis affairs with considerable success until bis death m 17S-2. Tlie next 
twenty years was the iwriod of Xlaratha supremacy, broken only, when Sindhians contnil was rdased, 
by the terrible elnsode of Ghalom Qadir's sliort-Uvcd success. In 178S, he took iJOsaession of the 
palace. Enraged at the Emperor's denial of the existence of any burled treasure, he blinded hini 
with bis own dagger, but two montlis later was driven out by the Maiathas, and jait to death by 
slow torture. In ISOS, the Mnmtha power at Delhi was broken by the victories of Lord 
Lake (see C. 2f30,1'late LXXlA^i), and the administialion of Shah Alain's territories lassed to 
the British. He died in ISOS, and was buried at the shrine of Qutb-ud-din at Mahiauli.

Ua 
conquered Golconda (Roe C. 106^ Plate XLIX) and Tlijapnrj hut his o|^mtiona aguiuBt the Xfaratbas 
were frultlrsOi lie dio^l at the age of at ALinadnagsirj and was burled in a simple touib at 
Khiildabad near Aurangab;id. fn spite of his courage^ Ins ntitiriiig energy ami his great ability, the

C* LORD LAKE [Viscount Luke of Delhi and Laswari), 

Bom 174-t, and entered the Guanb at the age of 14* Sensed in Getmaay^ America and 
IlunderSj and commanded the trocy^ in Ireland during tlie early i>art of the rehellion of 1798, whem 
he was a good dml critici^d for orcr-severity and nnder-diselpline* Came out to India In 1801 as 
Commander-iti-Chicfj and it ’^vna here that he made his name by his campaigns againet the ifarathas 
and their final overthrow in northern India. The camjXiign again&t Sliidhia in 180^ \vaj largely 
iTmpinxl by IVellesley'iii desire to destroy ^^tlie French State erected hy II, Perron on the kmks of the 
Jt. Perron triis a French adventurer_j who had sneceeded the gmit de Boigne in 
the commnnd of Sindhui^s regular forceSj and held the Do&b with his head-cjuaiters at Aligarh, 
practically aa an indei^ndeiit chief, with an added prestige from his po^ise^sion of the per^n of the 
Emperor, Shah Alam (sec note on C, Plate X LI He was tnowui to 1>e ia comninui- 

e.ation with Buonaj3arte and "WellcBley determined to remove him. He gave himself up after his 
defeat at Aligarh. Bourqnin assumed cotntmind, hut on the 11th Se|itcmher 1803, he w as defeated 
by Lake at the battle of Delhi, which whb fought on the plain oppoaite Jlumayui/g tomb. Tlie 
crowning -victory was at Laswdrl on the Ifit Kovember, After peace Lad been made with SSndbla, 
IIolLar^ tlie MaratLa Chief of Indore declarod war^ and wae joined by the chief of Bhamtpur. 
Lake stormed Dig, bnt failetl in four assaults on Blianit|’ur. TLe Raja, however, sued for tormB 
rather than risk another attack, llolkar made a wild dash for the Punjab In the hope of aid from 
Ranjtt Singh, but -was brought to terms oo the banks of the Beils, Lake received a peerage in 
T&O-jk, and died in 180 S.
